Only   rarely  does   artistic  genius   grace    more   than   one 

generation  of  a  family,  an(d  the  family  Renoir  is  an  outstan<ding  exception 
in  our  time.  Son  of  the  painter  Auguste  Renoir,  Jean  Renoir  is  himself  one  of 
the  foremost  artists  of  the  relatively  new  me(dium  of  the  motion  picture.  He 
directed  his  first  film,  "La  Fille  de  I'eau,"  in  1924,  and  his  most  recent,  "Le 
Caporal  epingle,"  this  year.  In  the  intervening  four  decades  he  has  produced 
a  body  of  work  that  includes  any  number  of  great  films  and  at  least  two 
authentic  masterpieces,  "La  Grande  Illusion,"  1937,  and  "La  Regie  du  jeu," 
1939. 

To  Jean  Renoir,  film  is  a  medium  of  personal  expression  as  much  as  lan- 
guage is  for  a  poet.  His  work,  whether  as  author,  actor,  or  director,  reveals 
a  wise,  witty,  warm  and,  above  all,  humane  intelligence.  As  no  other  director 
has,  he  has  considered  and  understood  the  social  conflicts  and  forces  that 
have  and  are  transforming  our  century,  and,  in  a  very  real  sense,  his  best  films 
are  monuments,  not  just  in  the  history  of  cinema  but  in  the  history  of  modern 
society.
